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With Mrs. Haines 
Victim's Husband 
Tells of Romance

POMONA—Gene Fouquette, 
husband of alleged 
m urder 
victim Rita Ann Fouquette, 
testified 
Monday 
about his 
love aflair with Linda Lee 
Haines, 23-year-old La Verne 
woman on trial here in Mrs. 
Fouquette’s death. 
He said the defendant told 
him 
of 
“ bad 
thoughts” 
in 
which she would push his wife 
off a cliti or hill. 
The courtroom of Pomona 
Superior Court Judge Thomas 
W. 
Le 
Sage 
had 
turned 
steam y by 
the 
time 
Fou­ 
quette, 35, finally took the 
witness stand in the middle of 
t h e 
afternoon. 
Spectators 
mostly women, had filled the 
room since before 10 a.m., 
anticipating Fouquette’s 
ap­ 
pearance. Seats were guarded 
and most persons declined to 
leave them during recesses. 


Under questioning by Depu­ 
ty Dist. Atty. Gerald Poirier, 
Fouquette 
adm itted 
a 
ro­ 
mance with Mrs. Haines, a 
divorcee, which went on for 
about a year and a half. 


He said they went out to 
dinner, bowling, golfing and 
picnicking and that they met 
twice a week, usually once 
during the week and on Sun­ 
day. And Fouquette adm itted 
having 
relations 
with 
Mrs. 
Haines during that period. 
But the testimony was rela­ 
tively brief and didn’t go into 
the relationship in detail. 
Fouquette’s 
examination, 
both direct by Poirier and 
c r o s s by 
defense 
lawyer 
Thomas B. Breslin, Los Ang­ 
eles, ended Monday afternoon 
and he was released as a w it­ 
ness. But Judge Le Sage or­ 
dered him to rem ain avail­ 
able if needed again in the 
trial. 
Mrs. Haines is charged with 
murdering 
Mrs. 
Fouquette. 
33, and staging a traffic acci­ 
dent near the Fouquette home 
in San Dimas in an attem pt 
to cover up the fact that the 
victim had been beaten to 
death. 


Fouquette told the jury he 
m et Mrs. Haines while he 
was 
teaching 
a 
course 
in 
computer operation at a Po­ 
mona business school in 1969. 
He said their friendship be­ 
cam e a romance and they 
began dating. Eventually, he 
said, Mrs. Haines began try­ 
ing to persuade him to m arry 
her but he said he told her he 
would not. 
The 
Fouquettes 
had 
five 
children, ages 4, 5, 6, 9 and 
11, and Fouquette said he told 
Mrs. Haines their relationship 
would never go beyond the 
way it existed at that time. 
He also said he told her the 
relationship as it stood was 
not to her best interest. 
Fouquette said Mrs. Haines 
becam e upset about his refus­ 
al and once told him she had 
had a “bad thought” in which 
she pushed 
Mrs. 
Fouquette 
off a cliff or hill. He said he 
told her she was being fool­ 
ish. 
T h e 
witness 
said 
Mrs. 
Haines 
subsequently 
called 
him at home and at the office 
and during her anger once 
told him, “ You’ve exhausted 
my patience. We’re through.” 
Then she hung up, he said. 
But, 
he 
said, 
she 
later 
a p o l o g i z e d and they met 
again. Once, he said, they dis­ 
cussed her moving to Encino, 
where Fouquette works. But, 
he said, he later told her they 
were through but 
adm itted 
meeting 
her 
several 
tim es 
more. 
Fouquette, 35, also testified 
that a Mrs. Fletcher had in­ 
spected their home at 1787 
G rasscreek 
Dr. 
Mrs. 
Flet­ 
cher, a potential buyer of the 
property, was weird, he said 
his wife told him. He said she 
was 
expected 
there 
again 
Dec. 9, the day of his wife’s 
death. 
He said he telephoned his 
home twice that day in an at­ 
tem pt to learn if Mrs. Flet­ 
cher had been there and if 
she was a serious buyer. He 
got no answer. 
Fouquette may have been 
the last prosecution witness 
as the people’s case neared 
conclusion.

rest 
today 
while their spaceship reaped 
more dividends from a space 
mission already ranking as 
Am erica’s most rewarding. 
“ We’re 
in 
great 
shape,” 
said mission com m ander Da­ 
vid R. Scott after he, Alfred 
M. Wot den and Jam es B. Ir­ 
win had 9 hours of sleep fol­ 
lowing one of the busiest and 
most 
productive 
days 
ever 
spent by m an in space. 
Their prize haul of 228.7 
pounds of lunar samples was 
stowed carefully in the nooks 
and crannies of the command 
ship Endeavour. Scott and Ir­ 
win gathered them on three 
drives in the first m oom ar 
across the rolling floor of the 
mountain valley they called 
home for 66 hours, 55 min­ 
utes. 
After they awoke shortly af­ 
ter 10 a. m. EDT today, the 
pilots were asked by ground 
com m unicator Joe Allen to 
confirm that they had aboard 
part of 
the eight-foot deep 
core sam ple they drilled from 
the moon. 
‘Joe, we wouldn’t lose sight 
of that for all the tea in 
China,” replied Scott. “ That's 
No. I priority.” 
Scott av.d 
1 rv. “a l t d ! 
for sortie ,ime Pulling the drill 
out of the surface Monday be­ 
fore starting their last sur­ 
face excursion. They then had 


difficulty 
disassembling 
the 
drill to fit into their cram ped 
landing craft, Falcon. 
“ W e made 
a 
thorough 
search of the LM (lunar mod­ 
ule) before we let it go,’ 
Scott assured anxious scient­ 
ists on Earth. The Falcon was 
jettisoned Monday night. 
Dr. Harrison H. Schmitt, a 
geologist and backup pilot for 
Irwin, said Scott and Irwin al­ 
most certainly gathered sam ­ 
ples of a large section of lu­ 
nar history, perhaps dating 
back 
close 
to 
its 
earliest 
days. 
“ I don '* think there’s any 
question ihat we had a fantas­ 
tic exp'oretion mission on the 
surface ot the moon at Had­ 
ley,’ Schmitt told reporters 
this morning. 
Even while the astronauts 
slept, after Monday’s gruell­ 
ing schedule, the Endeavour 


operated as an orbiting obser­ 
vatory, its $17 million array 
of instrum ents mapping broad 
stretches of rugged moon ter­ 
rain that may never be visit­ 
ed by man. 
Their orbit swept over the 
great circular Sea of Rains 
w h e r e Russia’s Lunokhod 
moon robot landed last No­ 
vem ber. 
Tass, 
the 
Soviet 
news agency, 
reported that

Scott and Irwin landed on 
the eastern edge of the Sea of 
Rains Friday and their sur­ 
face studies, together with or­ 
bital photography, may help 
the Soviets increase the scien­ 
tific yield of their mission.

War Documents 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—President 
Nixon 
proposed 
T u e s d a y that 160 million 
pages of secret World War II 
documents be declassified. 
He announced the “ massive 
declassification” plan in ask­ 
ing Congress to appropriate 
$636,000 to initiate the project 
which would cost $5 million 
over a six-year period. 
“ These documents are more 
than 25 years old,” 
Nixon 
said in a letter, “ and after 
careful consideration, I be­ 
lieve that we must undertake 
a massive declassification if 
the United States is to retain 
its traditional leadership in 
providing accessibility to his­ 
torical papers, and if we are 
to preserve respect for these 
sensitive 
m aterials 
which 
should properly rem ain classi­ 
fied.”

U.S. Steel Corp., the na­ 
tion’s largest producer, an­ 
nounced prices would rise an 
average of 8 per cent on all 
its products except stainless 
steel, to finance what it called 
the “ inflationary” three-year 
c o n t r a c t with the United 
Steelworkers

negotiated in Washington Sun­

came as U.S. Secretary of La­ 
bor .lames D. Hodgson, brief­ 
ing reporters on the contract 
settlement

are price increases, they will 
be moderate.

Steel, the No. 2 producer, Re­ 
public, the No. 3 producer,

Charles A.’ Whitten of the 
National Oceanic and Atmos­ 
pheric 
Administration 
said 
the “wobble” was not the 
only reason for quakes but^ 
asserted there was a definite 
correlation. 
As the earth spins In space, 
there is a slight but signifi­ 
cant change in its axis, the 
“ wobble.” Just why this hap­ 
pens is not known, but it has 
been m easured since 1900. 
And it has been noted that 
t h e 
m aximum 
axis 
shift 
comes every seven years. In 
1964. the last year of m ajor 
“ wobble,” there w as a mig­ 
hty temblor which devastated 
Alaska. 
Major quakes also were re­ 
corded in 1950 and 1957. 
So far this year, there have 
been three quakes which ex­ 
ceeded 8.1 
on 
the 
Richter 
Scale, the first tim e that has 
happened since 1950. 
Whitten said m any things 
enter into

quakes, “ including th e sh ift-; 
ing of the earth as strain - 
builds up beneath the surface * 
and possible even the pull 
exerted on the earth by the J 
Moon and Sun.”

In other 
words, the settlements have 
been about twice as infla­ 
tionary as the economy as a 
while, and the labor costs ex­ 
tend for the next three years. 
The steel price increase will 
hit the consumer, including

Super­ 
intendents Work Conference

Teachers 
College, 
Co 
lumbia University. 
Miss Howe, who said later 
in an interview she is radical 
a b o u t women’s liberation, 
said the simple-minded ste­ 
reotypes include —“ men are 
smart,” “ women are beauti­ 
ful.” 
For 11 years assistant pro­ 
fessor of English at Coucher 


under the headings —especial­ 
ly for girls and especially for 
boys,” she said. 
“ Verbs and adjectives are 
r e m a r k a b l y predictable 
through the listings. We learn 
that boys decipher and dis­ 
cover, earn and train, or foil 
someone; while girls struggle, 
overcome 
difficulties, 
feel 
lost, help solve or help (so­ 
meone) out. 
“ 
O n e boy’s 
sto^y 
has 
strange power, another moves 
from 
truancy 
to 
triumph 
whereas a girl learns to face 
the real world or makes a dif­ 
ficult adjustment.”

“ A recent annotated cata­ 
logue of children’s books (dis- 
t r i b u t e d by the National 
Council of Teachers of Eng­ 
lish to thousands of teachers 
and used for ordering books 
on federal funds) lists titles 


“ Late or early, in cata­ 
logues or on shelves, the boys 
of children’s books are active 
and capable and the girls, 
passive and in trouble,” Miss 
Howe said. 
She told the superintendents 
that schools everywhere rein­ 
force the sexual stereotyping 
and that such stereotyping is 
especially harmful to girls, 
but 
is 
hardly 
helpful 
to 
boys. 
And in a way this is remar- 


kable, 
when 
one 
considers 
that through most elementary 
school, tha teachers are fe­ 
male and even in high school 
a high per centage of teach­ 
ers are women. 
“ It is clear enough to all 
students, from first grade on, 
of course,” Miss Howe said, 
“ that important school offi­ 
cials are male.” 
Miss Howe said the schools 
reinforce sexual itreotypes by 
channelling girls into sewing 
and cooking and boys into 
shops, the separate and une­ 
qual instruction offered girls 
in physical education, hygiene 
and. sex education. 
T h e 
educator 
described 
what has been 
called 
the 
“ noise” of the school — non- 
curricular aspects that set the 
tone of the institution 
and 
stamp themselves indelibly ot 
children. 
Samples she cited include: 
teachers expect girls to love 
reading and hate math; boys 
are expected to love math, ’ e 
whizzes at science, be loud­ 
mouthed; girls are expeëted 
to behave like ladies. 
Miss Howe said the schools 
do a very good job of rein­ 
forcing sexual stereotypes be­ 
cause “ thoso responsible for 
the education of children be- 


lieve in the stereotypes as gi­ 
ven rather than as hypothetic­ 
al conducts which a patriar­ 
ch ¡1 society has, 
thus far 
without serious opposition, es- 
t a b 1 i s h e d as its desired 
norms.” 
“ Before one can begin to 
change a condition,” she said, 
“ one most believe in the pos­ 
sibility of change. What has 
become known as sexism or 
chauvinism is not terribly dif­ 
ferent in psychological con- 
tect from racism. 
“ These are complex social 
problems that long for ration­ 
al solutions if more than half

the population 
(considerably 
more than half if we include 
all nonwhites and all women 
is to receive equitable oppor­ 
tunity for personal and social 
development.” 
One route of change for 
women is the courtroom, fol­ 
lowing a pattern set by blacks 
who callenged “ a long history 
of separate but equal educa­ 
tion,” Miss Howe said. 
“ Especially with regard to 
women’s physical education, 
shop classes, and vocational 
training, among other mat­ 
ters, I expect that the court­ 
room battles have just begun. 
“ But there are other routes 
of change and I would hope 
that 
school 
superintendents 
would consider initiating such 
paths for their systems.” 
Among those she recom­ 
mended: 
—The retraining of teach­ 
ers, male and female, and the 
sensitizing of administrative 
personnel, including and espe­ 
cially guidance counselors, to 
sexual stereotyping. 
—The elimination of sex- 
bound shop subjects, areas of 
vocational training, separate 
p h y s i c a l education 
pro­ 
grams. 
—Curriculum revision and 
the revision of old and the se­ 


lection 
new' textbooks 
and 
children’s readers and social 
studies texts. 
Miss Howe, with her former 
husband, Paul Lauter, wrote 
“ Conspiracy of the Young” 
(World). She is founder of 
The Feminist Press, second 
vice president of the Modern 
Language 
Association 
and 
chairman 
of 
that 
group’s 
committee on women. 
A native of Brooklyn, she 
went to New York’s school for 
the 
gifted, 
Hunter 
College 
High School, took her bach­ 
elor’s at Hunter, earned her 
master’s at Smith College and 
almost got her doctrate at the 
University of Wisconsin. 
When she was just about to 
tackle her doctorate thesis, 
her husband waai transferred 
and she dropped it all — right 
there. 
“ I left it drop for the usual 
reason women let things like 
that drop,” she said. “ My 
husband was transferred.” 
That was a generation ago 
and Miss Howe believes fewer 
women today are being de­ 
nied the completion of their 
education over a husband’s 
transfer. 
And tomorrow?1 The situa­ 
tion, she believes, will im­ 
prove even more.

Japanese learn English 
in school. 
Now for the gifts. Japanese 
friends suggest perfume for 
the girls, American pop re­ 
cords, 
cosmetics 
(although 
Japan is now making good 
c o s m e t i c s of their own). 
Wearing apparel would not be 
a good choice as there is such 
a wide variety there, unless 
you found some fad thing that 
might appeal to a girl your 
age—a beach hat, a T-shirt 
with a place or college name 
on it. 
For the parents I suggest a 
picture book showing some 
asDect of America. If you 
think that they are Western- 
oriented, an American cook­ 
book might be very welcome 
along with canned ham (a 
great delicacy in Japan). 
A colorful tablecloth would 
be good, perhaps one of those 
gaily printed ones by our 
American designer, Vera, in 
I cotton or linen. Amelcan mus­ 
ic is popular, too. You might 
think of Appalachian Spring 
by Aaron Copeland, or Ferde 
Grofe’s Grand Canyon Suite. 
The Japanese love fountain 
pens, particularly, 1 am told, 
ihose by Cross. If you wanted 
to spend that much money, a 
pen and pencil set by that 


m a k e r would be greatly 
treasured—or you could give 
either the pen or the pencil.

Stravinsky have not hesitated 
to say that Mozart was the 
greatest genius of their art 
and members of the audience 
were inclined to agree with 
them. 
After intermission the pro­ 
gram 
concluded 
with 
the 
‘ ‘ S c e n e s de Ballet” by 
Stravinsky. This was com­ 
posed in 
1944 and demon­ 
strates the fact that this com­ 
poser had the ability to write 
in many styles and forms. Al­ 
though there are times when 


it sounds like the earlier bal­ 
let music for “ Fire Bird” and 
“ Petrouckha,” there are oth­ 
er times when it takes on the 
later style employed by this 
great 20th century composer. 
The work employed one of the 
largest orchestral groups used 
in the series and gave ample 
opportunity for each section 
to display their facility. 
The work came off in great 
style and provided a fitting 
conclusion to a very success­ 
ful series. At the last recall of 
the long ovation which fol­ 
lowed the performance the or­ 
chestra refused to stand but 
sat and applauded with the 
audience as the very modest 
Giora Bernstein took a well 
deserved solo bow. 
This year’s series of con­ 
certs set a new standard of 
performance and went a long 
way toward putting the Clare­ 
mont Colleges musical organ­ 
izations on the map. The com­ 
munity support was also not 
lacking, with a near-capacity 
audience at every concert. 
While the audiences will re­ 
member, with enjoyment, the 
performances they heard, the 
young people who took part 
and made it happen will ne­ 
ver forget the summer of 1971 
and the opportunity of study­ 
ing and associating with the 
fine artists who came to work 
with the students. This is a

of the 
way in which musical skill is 
p a s s e d on and improved 
through each generation of 
players.

The fact is that, aside from 
a relatively few black super- 
star athletes like Willie Mays, 
Hank Aaron and Wilt Cham­ 
berlain, most Negro sports 
heroes 
— 
including 
many 
great ones — just don’t get 
much of u chance in fields 
like video commercials. What 
distresses some black athletes 
is that, rather often, a white 
athlete who may be only a so- 
so star will be preferred for 
these areas, which are lucr­ 
ative and significant to pro­ 
fessionals trying to cash in on 
their achievements. 
Aside 
from 
the 
playing 
fields and occasional guest 
shots on entertainment shows, 
one of the places on television 
where black and white ath­ 
letes get equal treatment is 
the widely syndicated, popu­ 
lar 
game 
series, 
‘‘Sports 
Challenge,” in which teams of 
sports stars compete against 
each other. 
Gerry Gross, the energetic 
b e h i n d-the-scenes boss of 
“ Sports Challenge,” describes 
his show’s attitude like this: 
“ We only take the guys who 
everybody looks up to. We 
want star power on TV and 
that can’t be diluted by the 
color of a guy’s skin. 
“ We just wart the top pros 
and couldn’t car# less about 
what color they are 
.. 
If 
they’re exciting charismatic 
individuals. People aren’t ido­ 
lized according to religion or 
color. You don’t think of that 
individual as being a black or 
white athlete, you think of 
him being a fantastic ath­ 
lete.” 
No athlete is going to get 
rich 
appearing on 
“ Sports 
Challenge” because, as Gross 
admits, he gets some 
big 
names in athletics to appear 
for relatively small money. 
Nevertheless, the easy open­ 
ness of the show, the reputa­ 
tion it has built among sports 
figures and the public s fasci­ 
nation with athletes and their 
accomplishments have done 


wonders toward putting the 


series over. 
Sports and youngsters natu­ 


rally go together, and one of 
the other reasons the series 
has made a good name for it­ 
self 
is 
that 
it 
helps 
dis­ 
advantaged youth groups all 
around the nation by sending 
them athletic equipment. The 
teams of star athletes on 
“ Sports Challenge” play the 
game on behalf of 
youth 
groups chosen from the many 
letters that pour in, and the 
equipment is then sent to 
these youngsters. 
Says Gross: 
“ The whole 
beauty of sports recollection 
and involvement is to be able 
to look back and reminisce 
and talk about the great mo­ 
ments in sports. No one would 
believe me when I said that I 
could get the greatest names 
in sports to play this game 
for a modest amount of mo­ 


ney. I was also told I would 


run out of great film clips ...

Summer Coaching Pay Sought 


From Parents of 345 Swimmers 


O N T A R I O - A policy 
Change which would 
allow 
parents to pay summer swim 
coaches at high school pools 
is being prepared by the ad­ 
ministration for Chaftey dis­ 
trict board action. 
The move followed a pre­ 
sentation at Monday night’s 
board meeting by David Car­ 
roll, president of the Upland 
Aquatics Boosters Club. 
Carroll, explaining that he 
spoke not only for Upland, 
but also Alta Loma, Montclair 
and 
Chaffey 
high 
schools, 
asked the board to adjust 
existing policy which prohi­ 
bits collection of fees by 
coaches. 
Carroll said parental pay­ 
ment of fees would retain su­ 
perior coaches for the sum­ 
mer swim programs, would 
not be an additional cost to 


the district, and emphasized 
that no one would be denied 
the right to participate who 
could not pay the fee. 
The matter came to a head 
when district officials learned 
this summer that a coach had 
had a meeting with parents 
which resulted in parents be­ 
ing told a $21.50 per participant 
fee would be charged — $1.50 
for insurance, $5 for regis­ 
tration and $15 for coaches. 
Immediately 
the 
district 
forbade this coaching fee, say­ 
ing such costs should be paid 
with district community serv­ 
ice tax. 
Compensation 
from 
this 
source was insignificant, Car­ 
roll said, and in most cases 
the men were married, had 
responsibility, were working 
40 or more hours a week but 
not even making expenses. 


Carroll said currently 125 
children at Upland, 70 at Alta 
Toma, 100 at Montclair and 50 
at Chaffey are involved in the 
summer swim program. 
“ It is a good thing," agreed 
Supt. Allan G. Smith. ‘How­ 
ever we feel it should bt sup­ 
ported 
by 
the 
community 
service 
tax.” 
The 
admin­ 
istration recommended to the 
board that the policy not be 
changed to allow parent or­ 
ganizations or Booster Clubs 
to pay coaches for their serv­ 
ices. 
“ I feel the program has 
enough merit to consider a 
policy change,” said board 
member Maurice 
Goodban. 
“ I’d like to consider it fur­ 
ther,” said board member A. 
Richard Allred.

Salary Slays al $30,000 
<ays 
Sharp for City Manager Job

POMONA — The City Coun­ 
cil Monday night approved an 
agreement to hire City Ad­ 
ministrator 
Frederick 
W. 
Sharp as city manager when 
an ordinance creating the lat­ 
ter position goes into effect in 
September. 
Sharp, 
city 
administrator 
for 22 years, will be offered 
the new post 
at his 
sam e 
salary of $30,000 a year. 


As 
expected, 
the 
council 
placed on a second and final 
reading an ordinance adding 
the city manager’s office. The 
vote was 5-0. 
Like the city administrator, 
the city manager would be 
responsible 
directly 
to 
the 
council. 
But the council was divided 
on 
the 
agreement 
naming 
Sharp for the new job. The 
agreement was approved 3-2 
with Mayor Richard C. Brow­ 


nell 
and 
Councilman 
Clay 
Bryant casting the opposition 
votes. 
Last 
Monday 
when 
the 
council placed the ordinance 
on its first reading, it also on 
a unanimous vote requested 
the agreement naming Sharp. 
The ordinance goes into effect 
after a 30-day waiting period. 
Bryant, 
referring 
to 
re­ 
marks made last week by E. 
J. Gaulding, a planning com ­ 
missioner, questioned whether 


the agreement was contrary 
to the intent of the city char­ 
ter as it applies to the office 
of city administrator. 
“The charter intent, I think, 
is being impinged upon,” said 
Bryant. 
The charter makes the city 
administrator responsible for 
all officers and 
department 
heads 
except 
elective 
ones 
and those whose appointment 
is vested in the council or in 
the library board of trustees. 


The 
ordinance 
specifically 
s t a t e s 
the 
city 
manager 
“shall not be responsible to, 
cr accountable to, any other 
officer” except the council. 
The council later voted 4-1 
to delete a reference in the 
agreement 
about 
the 
city 
manager being in charge of 
“departm ent.” Brownell voted 


no. 
Ed Harrison, former m em ­ 
ber of the citizens’ budget ad­ 
visory comm ission, also ques- 


tioned 
whether 
the 
council 
could go ahead with the ap­ 
pointment before first waiting 
for the ordinance to go into 
effect. 


C ity Atty. Robert Gustave- 


son 
noted 
the 
agreement 


would not become effective 


until Sept. 1, after the 30-day 


waiting period. 
M o n r o e Jones, one-time 
candidate for mayor, said he 
thought the council was “ in- 


volved in accommodating per­ 
sonalities.” 


One of the “whereas” sec­ 


tions of the agreement reads 


in part:

EDITORIALS 
Saner Procedure 
On Secret Papers 


The publication of the National Review of “the se­ 
cret Pentagon papers they 
(the New York Times 
and other newspapers) didn't publish” has put a 
typically American, Phineas T. Barnum-type nour­ 
ish on the biggest, and shortest, domestic flap of the 
year. 
The “secrets,” of course, were fabricated irom 
whole cloth. The intention, explained editor William 
F. Buckley Jr., was merely to prove that people will 
believe anything purporting to be a secret document 
if its contents are reasonably plausible. 
But bv giving Americans a chance to laugh at 
themselves, or at gullible journalists anyway, Buck­ 
ley has also, unfortunately, made it easier for them 
to shrug off the whole affair, along with its deeper 
implications. 
Thus we can forget the fact that the government 
Still has “at least 20 million classified doueuments.” 
according to former Pentagon security expert \\ il- 
liarn G. Florence, and that “at least 99.5 per cent of 
them” could safely be disclosed. Many of them, in 
fact, are nothing but newspaper clippings. 
According to Rep. Ogden R. Reid, R-N.Y., there 
are 8,000 officers in the Defense Department alone 
with the authority to classify documents as “Secret 
or “Top Secret.” 
Each year since 1861, the government has been 
publishing new volumes in a monumental series cal­ 
led “The Foreign Relations of the United States.” It 
runs a quarter-century behind ev ents. Volumes pub­ 
lished in 1971 will cover 1946. 
But the series contains only papers in the State 
Department files and, good as it is, it omits many 
important documents, charges journalist and histo­ 
rian William L. Shirer. 
“Based on my own experience here and abroad oL 
trying to get at the truth in writing history,” he 
says. “I have been forced to conclude that govern­ 
ments deny ac cess to secret documents not because 
publication endangers “national security” or ‘ na­ 
tional interest” (what crimes have been committed 
in their name!) but because governments are afraid 
of letting the people know the facts.” 
Says Rutgers University historian Lloyd C. Gat- 
dner, “A 25-year moratorium is simply too long a 
time for the welfare and continued vigor of poltical 
democracy.” 
Obviously, some new rules are needed. James C. 
llagerty, White House press secretary under Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and now president of the American 
Broadcasting Company, suggests a periodic review 
of all classified material by an independent board or 
commission or by the National Security C ouncil to 
determine whether existing documents or portions of 
them can be declassifed. 
Atomic scientist Eugene Rabinovich suggests a 
similar declassifying board made up of repre­ 
sentatives from all three branches ot the govern­ 
ment and operating under a clear legal procedure 
Roger Hillsman, assistant secretary of state in the 
Kennedy administration, suggests periodic* revews of 
all documents by the appropriate committee of Con­ 
gress. 
That First Step 


As President Nixon said, “Only time will tell” 
what his dramatic proposal for a v ¡sit to Red China 
will mean. But the very fact that it has been prop­ 
osed and agreed upon has injected into a war- 
gloomy world a tremendously stimulating sense ol 
hope. 
That hope can be shattered, of course, as the 
President is totally aware. But the potentials of the 
diplomatic coup are so tremendous that they can 
hardly fail entirely to enlarge our prospec ts for a 
b e tte r international situation. 
The reaction to Mr. Nixon's announcement has 
been greatly favorable, with, ol course, the expected 
exceptions. Speaking with wise caution, the Wall 
Street Journal said: 
“ C o n sid e rin g the gory sweep of human history, we 
are scarcely optimistic about people s propensity for 
p ro lo n g ed peace. But for quite practical reasons, 
m a n -k in d ’s c hance of avoiding extinguishing itself 
does look a little better this morning ” 
The Christian Science Monitor expressed the hope 
that “The shock element of President Nixon’s an­ 
nouncement . . . may well be just what has been 
needed to jar human thought out of its miasmic 
preoccupation with war and international hatreds.” 
A truly major development in world politics — 
opening the door to a wide variety of potontial de­ 
velopments that could alter tho course ol world his­ 
tory,” was the San Francisco Examiner’s observ a­ 
tion. 
Another newspaper iolt the decision “heralds a 
turning point in world history 
and quoted the* 
President's nomination acceptance speech statement 
that “After an era ol confrontation, the time has 
come for an era of negotiation.” It added: “ lhe 
President was right. He has done* what lie said lu* 
would do. As he said to the world, this can be a 
‘journey for peac e’.” 
Six centuries beiore Christ a Chinese philosophci, 
Lao Tzu wrote: “A journey of a thousand miles 
must begin with a single step.” President Nixon has 
taken that first single step. 
. . . . 
tJ . . 
Congressional legislation and initiative could help 
redress the current situation, agrees Rep. Reid. 
“But more fundamentally,” he says, “what we 
need is government with laith in the American 
people and in their right to participate in the* great 
decision. If we do not see this now*, aftei the Buy of 
pigs, the Dominican Republic intervention and the 
whole tragic:* history ol Indochina, then us a nation 
we do not really understand democ rac y.’ 
But when have the governors ever had laith in lice 
governed ? 


Two strong trends, ini clear 
conflict with each other, are

The 
sooner they get a chancei to 
line iui behind one guy for the 
presidential nomination, 
the 
better they’ll like it.” 


What this means is that if 
one candidate jumps off into 
an early 1972 lead by winning 
most of the March-Aprili pri­ 
m aries, hundreds and hun­ 
dreds of party leaders at all 
levels" will quickly move his 
way. They are jusdt looking 
for tthe excuse to move. 


This 
urge 
to

united front is not limited to 
conservative party wheel-hor­ 
ses 
and 
other 
traditional 
types. It em braces a lot of li­ 
beral! 
in 
the

states, including some with a 
substantial wish for reform . 


More importantly, however, 
they fear 
another 
political 
bloodbath of that | sort could 
cost them, the next election. 
And, taken together, the unify

Nixon. 


The hardline party refor­ 
m ers, on the other hand, are 
postponing their worry over 
Nixon. What they want first is 
100 per cent compliance with

M os o of the proposed 
changes have to do with open­ 
ing up party procedures to al­ 
low for freer, more current, 
more balanced selection of 
national convention delegates. 
The militant reform ers are

compliance« with the McGo­ 
vern - Fraser commission re- 
Iorm guidelines. The commis­

Full Compliance 


Another five, including New 
J e r s e y , have “ unofficially 
complied,”

pliance total to almost 40.

Aerosol Hairsprays Are Torches 
And Hazardous to Human Health 


The airwaves/ have been 
flooded for years with beguil­ 
ing commercials for aerosol 
sprays which hold together 
women’s (and m en’s) hairdos 
in everything from a winds­ 
torm to a steam bath. 
But the Madison Avenue 
message leaves this part out: 
these 
sprays 
will 
become 
blowtorches in the presence 
of a flame, and they contain 
chemicals which m ay sear 
the eyes, dam age the lungs 
and weaken! the heart. 
Hundreds 
of 
millions 
of 
t h e s e colorfully packaged 
spray cans have been sold. 
But the manufacturers! have 
never determined whether the 
propellants, 
polymers, plas- 
ticizers, solvents and scents 
in the sprays are safe when 
combined. 
The propellant in most of 
rhesa sprays is a form of 
Freon, a DuPont product long 
used 
as 
a 
refrigerant. 
It 
makes up as much as 75 per 
cent of the ingredients by 
weight. 
While 
it 
ist 
known 
that 
F r e o n has damaged the 
hearts of test animals, and 
the substance has been linked 
to the death of hundreds of 
kids who inhaled it for a 
“ high,” the hair spray manu­ 
facturers apparently have no 
q u a l m s about encouraging 
you to spray it around your 
head. 
The only hint the trusting 
buyer may get that the spray 
is flam mable and noxious is a 
fine-print 
warning 
on 
t h e 
back of «¡he can which cau­ 


tions against getting it near a 
flame and spraying it: in the 
eyes. 
New evidence of the dang­ 
ers of the sprays has now 
been gathered, by the! Citizen 
Advocate Office, a West Los 
Angeles product safety group, 
which has prepared a draft 
study of the sprays. 
Checks 81 Brands 


This consumer group as­ 
sessed 81 retail and beauty 
shop brands by price, weight 
and labeling. In addition, they 
have established the chemical 
ingredients of most brands. 
Here are their m ain findings: 
—Besides the known dang­ 
ers of the sprays to the heart, 
there is reason to link them 
to skin, eye, lung and mucous 
m em brane disorders. 
None of the 81 cans exam­ 
ined listed, ingredients. This, 
of course, makes it extremely 
difficult for doctors to warn 
patients who hava respirato­ 
ry, heart and skin ailments 
about 
certain sprays 
that 
might endanger them. It also 
m akei it difficult for phys­ 
icians to treat patients who 
have toxic reactions. 
Some of the 81 cans have 
no health warnings, some sev­ 
eral warnings. Only 33 warn 
against letting children get 
near the spray, some 66 warn 
about possible eye troubles. 
The warnings on some cans 
to “ avoid inhaling,” are al­ 
most useless since it is vir­ 
tually 
impossible 
to 
avoid 
doors. 
Profits Are Lush 
Despite the variety of exot­ 


ic nam e brands, many of the 
sprays are the sam e standard 
f o r m u l a s m ade by B.F. 
G o o d r i c h Chemical Co., 
Amerchol, and a handful of 
other companies. 
This m eans that a 39-cent 
can of “ Style” may be the 
same, or virtually die sam e, 
as a m ore expensively pack­ 
aged and promoted brand sel­ 
ling for $3. 
And even the cheapest of 
the sprays brings its m aker a 
stunning profit. The Citizen 
Advocate Office 
quotes 
in­ 
dustry sources to the effect 
that a typical 13-ounce can 
costs only about 15} cents to 
m anufacture. Even after oth­ 
er costs are added on, the 
profit margin is huge. 
Furtherm ore, the use of a 
non-toxic propellant such as 
nitrogen, and a stronger,, 
sa­ 
fer can with a pressure relief 
valve would add only pennies 
to the manufacturing cost. 


One reason the m akers of 
these sprays have been able 
to operate in such freedom is 
that the timid regulators at 
the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration are reluctant to re­ 
quire a list of ingredients or 
proper health warnings on the 
can. 
And 
Congress, not 
much 
bolder than the FDA, has re­ 
fused to pass a law forcing 
the m anufacturer to pre-test 
their products for safety be­ 
fore dumping them on the 
m arket.

Our Way of Life 


Do the American people re­ 
alize that in railroad strikes 
the employees are provided 
with benefits that average $63 
a week, and that the emplo­ 
yer is compelled to pay this 
not only to the striking work­ 
ers but to those who will not 
or are afraid to cross picket 
lines and thus cannot work? 
Figures compiled by 
the 
Railroad 
R etirem ent, Board 
reveal that during the last 18 
years the railroads of this 
country have paid out a total 
of $37,533,707 in benefits to 
strikers and to non-strikers 
idled by work stoppages even 
if their idleness was due to 
their own refusal to cross 
picket lines. 
Wildcat Strike 
These paym ents have been 
made as a consequence of 
more than 100 rail strikes. 
The railroad unemployment 
insurance act disqualifies em ­ 
p l o y e e s only when their 
unemployment is due to a 
strike that occurs in violation 
of the railway labor act or of 
established rules of a labor 
organization to which they be- 
l0ng__in other words, what is 
known as a “ wildcat strike.” 
Even in the case of an ille­ 
gal strike, an employee who 
isn’t on strike but declines to 
cross a picket line is able to 
obtain benefits. The existing 
law 
does declare 
ineligible 
anyone who has “ failed, with­ 
out good cause, to accept sui­ 
table work.” The law adds, 
however, that the board, in 
determining 
whether 
any 
work is “ suitable,” shall con­ 
sider “ the degree of risk in­ 
volved to 
such 
employee’s 
health, safety, and m orals.” 
Customarily, the employee’s 
o w n 
representations 
have 
been accepted as establishing 
the m atter of risk. 
Incidentally, 
decisions 
of 
t h e R a i l r o a d Retirem ent 
hoard, which grants benefits 
to the unemployed as a result 
of a strike, cannot be re­ 
viewed in the courts at the 
request of the employer. But 
the 
employee 
m ay 
secure 
such a hearing if he is unable 
to obtain the stipulated com­ 
pensation from the board. 
Thus, the railroads not only 
are faced with 
heavy 
ex­ 
penses and loss of revenue 
when a strike occurs but also 
m u s t 
pay 
unionized 
em­ 
ployees certain benefits as 
provided by law. There are 
various state unemployment 
insurance systems applicable 
to workers in other industries. 
Compensation 
under 
these, 
however, averages far less 
than the sums which the fed­ 
eral government requires the 
railroads 
to contribute 
for 
their employees. In addition 
to the amounts provided by 
the 
railroad 
unemployment 


insurance act, striking rail 
workers also draw benefits 
from their unions which can 
range up to $200 a month, ac­ 
cording to various formulas. 
So it is obvious that a rail 
strike m ay be expensive to 
the companies and the public 
but no 
necessarily 
to the 
workers in the railroad in­ 
dustry. Going on strike, there­ 
fore, doesn’t m ean idleness 
without compensation. 
State unemployment insur­ 
ance 
is 
available 
to 
em ­ 
ployees in various industries, 
though it is not as generous 
as the railroads are required 
to provide under federal regu­ 
lation. All except two states 
deny such benefits to clai­ 
m ants if their unemployment 
should arise because of a la­ 
bor dispute. 
The compensation received 
b y 
striking 
railroad 
em­ 
ployees is tax-free, and the 
payments are financed entire­ 
ly by the employer. This sys­ 
tem hardly offers any incen­ 
tive for workers to come to 
an agreem ent and go back to 
their jobs or to persuade their 
com rades in affiliated unions 
to try to reach an early set­ 
tlement. The whole program 
of benefits would seem to be 
one 
that 
would 
encourage 
strikes and their prolongation 
rather than discourage work 
stoppages. 
Meanwhile, 20 per cent of 
the nation’s rail network has 
been tied up with strikes by 
t h e 
United 
Transportation 
Union. Walkouts were sched­ 
uled against six more lines 
and against five additional 
railroads a week later. Se­ 
cretary of Labor Jam es D. 
Hodgson asked the railroads 
and the unions to submit their 
dispute to binding arbitration. 


Strike Settled 


If this had been rejected by 
either or both sides, it was 
presumed 
that 
the 
admin­ 
istration would ask Congress 
to impose the contract term s 
recommended last year by a 
fact-finding panel appointed 
by the 
White 
House. 
The 
unions 
and 
railroads were 
given until Wednesday to say 
whether they would accept 
binding aribitration, and the 
assumption was that action by 
Congress would be sought if 
there had been no agreem ent. 
The strike, however, was set­ 
tled Monday. 
Thus, railroad strikes are 
curtailing the opportunities of 
many producers to ship their 
products, while the railroads 
are helping to pay the wages 
of employees who are idle. Up 
to now the government has 
not intervened to force an 
agreem ent, 
but 
apparently 
Congress now will have to 
grant authority to compel a 
settlement.

DEAR DR. LAMB—My hus­ 
band and I are in our early 
20s. Because he is still in 
school, pregnancy is quite un­ 
desirable. We’ve been m ar­ 
ried a year and a half. For 
the first year, we used tem ­ 
perature rhythm. Now I’m us­ 
ing the Pill, which I take for 
21 days and am off for seven 
days. My doctor told me that, 
to be sure of avoiding preg­ 
nancy, we should abstain for 
those seven days while I’m 
not taking the Pill (during 
m enstruation). This is no bet­ 
ter 
than 
rhythm. 
We 
still 
m ust abstain! My friends say 
my 
doctor 
is 
overcautious. 
Must we abstain now? I’m so 
confused. 
Dear Reader—If you w an­ 
ted to be absolutely sure, you 
could to be absolutely sure, you 
truth, most physicians do not 
think it is necessary to ab­ 
stain during the seven-day p e ­ 
riod you are not taking the 
Pill. 
The birth-control pill works 
by taking it regularly 20 or 21 
days in succession (depending 
on type) and then stopping 
the pill seven days, for the 
menstrual period. 
By using 
the pill regularly m this m an­ 
ner, ovulation is prevented. 
The hormone in the pill that 
prevents this is sim ilar to the 
natural hormone the woman 
produces during pregnancy, 
to 
prevent 
additional 
ova 
from being released and caus- 
i n g 
m u l t i p l e 
p r e g ­ 
nancies. The Pili is consid­ 
erably better than the rhythm 
method m preventing preg­ 
nancy. There is quite a bit 
m o r e 
irregularity 
of 
the 
menstrual cycle than is often 
appreciated. One study points 
out that only about 30 per 
cent of women are sufficiently 


regular to use the rhythm 
method 
satisfactorily 
as 
a 
means of birth control. The 
birth-control 
pills 
make 
a 
woman regular. 


DEAR DR. LAMB—I have 
a brother who is an alcoholic. 
He has an ulcer 
and 
two 
years ago started having epi­ 
leptic seizures. This happens 
only after he has been drink­ 
ing for a month or so. He will 
not seek medical help. What I 
would like to know is why 
this happens only when he 
stops drinking. 
Could these 
seizures be fatal if he does 
not get help? Also, what could 
I do to help? 
Dear Reader—It is possible 
t h a t 
your 
brother’s 
con­ 
vulsions are from epilepsy, 
but they may well be what 
we call “ rum fits,” or alco­ 
holic epilepsy. These usually 
occur within 48 hours after 
stopping 
alcohol 
and 
often 
precede the development of 
delirium 
trem ens, 
a 
dang­ 
erous development in the long 
road of alcoholism. 
The body develops a phys- 
ilogical dependence on alco­ 
hol and heavy drinkers have 
to have the alcohol gradually 
removed. Stopping alcohol in 
a person who really drinks a 
lot 
should be 
accomplished 
under a physician’s supervi­ 
sion because of this problem. 
If your brother won’t see a 
doctor, you might contact the 
Alcoholics Anonymous Assn. 
and ask them for help. So­ 
meone might be able to help 
get him to a doctor and into 
an active program . The U.S. 
Public Health Service is now 
establishing a number of alco­ 
holic treatm ent centers and, 
if one happens to be in your 
locality, 
perhaps 
they 
can 
give you some suggestions.

Put yourself in the South 
seat. You are in a perfectly 
normal three no-trump con­ 
tract, It should be a laydown, 
since dummy has 12 high- 
card points opposite your 16, 
but the heart lead has hit you 
with only one stopper in the 
suit. You have to develop two 
club tricks if you want to 
score your game. 


You bold off until the third 
heart lead. Then you take 
your ace and play a couple of 
rounds of diamonds 
before 
coming off dummy with the 
deuce of clubs. East plays the 
seven and you go up with 
your king. West shows out 
and, while you are over one 
hurdle, 
things look 
mighty 
bad because you can

count up to a total of eight 
tricks.
